refusing such incorporation the lieutenant 
governor shall proclaim the area a munici- 
pality by the name proposed or some other 
suitable name.

STURGEON POSTOFFICE. 

Pursuant to notice a meeting of the settlers 
of Sturgeon was held at the school house for 
the purpose of securing a post office in the 
settlement. D, Craig was appointed chair- 
man and the undersigned secretary. 

The meeting being addressed by a number 
of settlers it was set forth that a copy of the 
minutes of the meeting would suffice to for- 
ward to the postmaster general, as two 
petitions had already been sent to the gov- 
ernment on this matter. In conciusion D. 
McKinlay brought forward the following 
resolution, W. H. Craig and E. W. John- 
ston being sponsers for the same. 

Whereas this settlement is a large and im- 
portant portion of Alberta and it is essential 
for the continued and successful progress of 
the conimunity that mail service be establish- 
ed to keep the people in touch with the out- 
tide world, therefore resolved that in the 
opinion of this meeting the government 
would be justified in = maintaining a semi- 
weekly mail from the railway terininus, dis- 
tant 18 miles; and that James Johnston, 
tnerchanty at the church and school house 
on the four corners of roads on Section 8, 
township 55, range 24, be appointed post- 
master; and that the post office be called 
Naoma, (Cree for Sturgeon). A vote being 
tiken on the resolution it was declared un- 
animously carried.
